No_ 
paper in the land is so low "but what it 
can hurt and sting you."

scandal at your expense; and no matter 
what yonr record or your character may- 
have been, no matter how damnable ai 
lie may be asserted of you, the mass of | 
the people-will read and believe, andi 
your natural protectors—the generals 
and the war department—will call npon 
you to defend yourself against even' 
anonymous assault." 


"You do not moan that, major, do 


yon?" asked Miss Marshall. 


"I do, emphatically. I haye seen offi- 


cers time and again compelled to report 
to .division or Department headquarters 
that they were innocent of allegations 
made by nameless scribblers in the daily 
press. I have seen the most abstemious 
men in the army heralded as drunk on 
duty by a sheet that withheld the name 
of its informant. But all the same the 
officers were called to account. When 
we were sent to aid the marshals in 
breaking up the whisky distilleries in 
Brooklyn; when the first colored cadets 
were sent to West Point; when Chicago; 
was burned and we had to shoot ^ some 
prowling robbers to rid thel ruined city' 
of the gang that nocked there; when we 
were hurried in again in "77, and all the 
great cities of the north were practically 
at the mercy of the mob—at every one 
of those times, and heaven only knows ^ 
how many times between, tho press' 
made scandalous assertions by name 
about one officer or another. 
i 


"In most cases there was no truth 


whatever in what was said; in ^every 
case, however, the officer was compelled 
by his superiors to establish his inno- 
cence. By heaven! Til never forget onr 
experience in '77. We were ordered to 
lose not an instant in reaching Chicago. 
The strikers had sidetracked the Ninth 
on one road and blocked the cavalry on' 
another line, and when we stopped' for 
watei; the railway men attempted to 
leaveins there. I put Lieut. Nairn with 
a sm4ll guard at tho engine and kept the 
strikers off, using no force, saying not a 
word, making no reply to 'jeers and in- 
sult, but the leading paper came out 
next day and denounced Nairn and me 
as being armed ruffians, declared we 
wore both reeling drunk, and gave most 
outrageous details of things that never 
happened. Of course as army officers 
wore the targets of this abuse, the ar- 
ticle was copied in e:istern papers. Nairn 
was a man who never drank a drop, had 
a magnificent war record, was a general 
officer of volunteers and a gentleman 
honored throughout the whole service, 


YAH the same he and I were com- 


pelled to submit written denials to de- 
partment headquarters, and all the sat- 
isfaction we ever got was^hat the editor 
said his reporter had perhaps been un- 
duly influenced by tho prejudiced state- 
ments of the strikers. Why hadn't this 
occurred to him in tho first place? Why 
didn't he know that these men, furious 
at being thwarted, would say anything 
to revenge themselves after we had gone 
on our way? He did; bnt because just 
such sensational articles would make 
his paper ,sell among the masses, and be7 
cause he knew that where the anny of- 
ficer had one1 friend he had a score of 
enemies, that was enough for him. Now^ 
that and a host of similar experiences is 
why I say that no son of mine shall ever 
take up so thankless a profession. Of 
course if the country were in danger, the 
flag assailed, he woold fight as I would. 
As for me, Tm too old a dog to learn new 
tricks, and baring lived my life'in the 
^service I must lie in it." And again the 
major paused for breath. "Yon think 
I'm an extremist, don't yon, Lane?" he 
finally asked.

that the press has been most unjust; bat 
I think we have more friends among the 
people than you give us credit for." 


"Not one bit of it! Yon think the 


press knows better now and wouldn't do 
it all over again. That's what Hearn 
here would say, Now, you mark my 
words, gentlemen, so few are our friends 
in this country, that is, in the north at 
least—either in the press or the public, 
that any story at the expense of an army 
officer would be eagerly published by al- 
most any paper in the land, and used as 
a text by hundreds of editors" all over 
the nation to warrant a vicious stab at 
our whole army, and the people far and 
wide would eagerly read, and-even those 
who declared they didn't believe it 
would be influenced." 


."I can't think our people are such 


fools as to believe yarns that are evident- 
ly manufactured to malign,"-said Hearn 
stoutly. 
"Everybody gught to know 


that it is from deserters, or dishonorably 
discharged men, or low camp followers, 
that the reporters get their scandals." 


"Ought to know! Yes, I admit it. I 


have no doubt that the^managing editors 
who publish the things do know; bnt the 
people don't. And now what has been 
your own experience, Hearn? How can ' 
you blame the people for believing wjiat 
they read in the papers, when not an 
hour ago your own colonel, who knows 
yon well, virtually rebuked you became 
of the vicious ravings of as unprincipled 
a cad as there w in all Kansas?"

What have women done? I know 


what these fingers have done. To re- 
member all carries me back to Virginia 
through the most exciting pages of 
American history. They were trained 
to do elegant embroidery and to play 
well tho best classical music. During 
the Civil war and since they have done 
everything that fingers could do. In 
w&r times they plaited and sewed my 
children's hats, made all their garments, 
even litflo kid and cloth boots, while 
their father was in prison. 


After the struggle, in the experiment 


we made to earn a living, these hands 
copied briefs for tho lawyer, then too 
poor to afford a clerlr, the while sewing 
for the seven dear children. They made 
ev&ry robe from the christening to 'the 
br dal for my two elder daughters, and 
the work in which they have engaged 
since has* been most varied. 


Woman's sphere is where the Lordhas 


placed her. Wo all deplore the condi- 
tions that reduce young children and 
tender women to hard labor for which 
they have neither fitness nor strength, 
bnt 1 be ieve that things adjust them- 
selves in the end and we mold circum- 
stances ti 1 we find our level. Home is a 
sweet place, bnt it is not the only place, 
nor are maternal tho only duties of 
womanhood. Life is made up of a se- 
ries of conditions, and the talents of men 
and women are equally varied. 


EDUCATION IS KECESSAJiY. 


1 deny, that woman needs a special 


training for what yon are pleased to 
term the profession of motherhood. Ma- 
ternal love is innate. It is a part of wo^ 
man's nature. She may be a hoiden in 
her youth, a heartless lover or a treach-j 
erpna friend, false to every trust, ano} 
still be a good mother. Even the savage! 
brnto is kind" to her young, and will risk 
her life in protecting it. I believe thdt 
the training and education necessary to 
the perfect development of womanhood 
will fit tho girl for any sphere in life she 
chooses to entef. 


1 do not believe that marriage is all; | 


this world holds for the sex, nor that a 
wife should round herself to the four; 
walls of her home. It is necessary 
for: 


the height and breadth and freshness of 
its atmosphere that she go out; mix with 
the elements and become im'oued with 
th4*pirit, the progresSj the thought that 
is acceleiating the motion of the earth. 


The world.jis moving with a velocity 


- so great that one cannot afford to stand 
still, and the mother must be up and 
about and around, even if she is obliged 
to take her little brood with her, to 
watch tb o swelling tide. I am always 
so glad to welcome the young woman in 
any new line. When I take up the news- 
paper Ibegrjndge the valuable space given 
to the reports of the Four Hundred. I 
do not caro to read about their coats of 
arms, their coaches and coquetry, I 
want to know what tho brave, bright, 
gifted young men and women are doing 
and thinking about and striving for. 


This talk about , girls losing their 


femininity and nnsexing themselves in 
industrial enterprises ' I rfrinTr idle and 
senseless. The very word "unsex" is to 
me a misnomer, and if a woman becomes 
coarse and bold and rcragh in business, 
in the art world or in the industrial 
school she would not be a lady in a 
parlor -or a gentlewoman in any con- 
dition. The decollete dress does not 
make a woman vulgar. 


MISTAKEN TEAIN1NO. 


The girl who stands behind the counter 


to serve iis and the one who stands be- 
hind the footlights tb entertain us may 
have tho same nobility of pnrpdse and 
the same lofty principles as the one 
privileged to ill nse and criticise-lier. It 
is barely possible that our ladies do go 
to Delmonico'a for dinner or supper, that 
they are even reckless enough to sip a 
glass of wine, and at the same time be 
as intrinsically worthy andj noblaas the 
woman in quiet russet garments who 
views the scene from the other side of 
the window.

I believe in giving the girl 
the advantages of good training and 
leaving her to decide whether she is. bet- 
ter fitted for the inner or the outer 
world, for the home or the professional 
life.—Mrs. den.
